Claims 11-15 has been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claim 1, none of the reference of record alone or in combination discloses or 
suggests an apparatus for creating a substantially DC-controllable channel bitstream based upon 
a channel code, representative of a modulated signal received via a channel, the apparatus 
comprising means for receiving data representative of a nominal modulation transfer function or 
impulse response function of said channel, means for generating a synthetic high frequency 
signal waveform using said nominal modulation transfer function or impulse response function, 
means for performing threshold detection in respect of said synthetic high frequency signal 
waveform to produce intermediate channel bits, and means for computing a running digital sum 
using said intermediate channel bits. 

Claims 2-10 depend from claim 1 or include similar features. Accordingly, claims 1-10 
are allowed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
